As per independent claim 1, the prior art does not teach the dehumidification system 
combination as recited, and in particular comprising the wood sensor and the controller 
activating the dehumidifier when the actual wood moisture is higher than the desired wood 
moisture. 

As per independent claim 10, the prior art does not teach the dehumidification method as 
recited, and in particular wherein a wood moisture sensor is installed and connected to the 
controller.
